Whoop-de-de comparable to the 
armistice celebration was planned 
today to usher beer back into 
Ohio. 


While brewery boilers fumed 


and foamed, restaurants, hotels 
and clubs prepared for the first 
influx of beer patrons and a busi- 
ness which is expected to pour 
millions of dollars' in taxes and 
license revenues into the state's 
coffers. 


Reports from various breweries 


throughout the state today indi- 
cated that there vrill be "suds for 
everybody" April 7 when the Ack- 
erman beer bill is scheduled to be- 
come effective unless some unfor- 


seen obstacle is thrown into its 
path. 


For several weeks, the brew- 


eries have been getting set for the 
tidal wave of beer and only the 
final legalizing steps are necessary 
to switch on the spigot and start 
the flow. Millions of gallons of 
beei1, accoidmg to reports, are 
already kegged and ready for de- 
livery. 


Industry related to beer-making 


was expected to take a sudden 
spurt as a result of the virtually 
definite assurance that beer is to ' 
become legal.

PROVIDES OHIO TAX 


Section 6 provides a tax of $1 


per barrel of 31 gallons or a frac- 
tional part thereof is to be levied 
by the state to reimburse it for 
the expense of administering the 
provisions of the Ackerman act 
and to provide revenues for the 
support of the state and its sub- 
divisions including cities. 


This means that no city or un- 


incorporated municipality in the 
state will be permitted to tax the 
distribution of the product.
